NATIONAL CONVENTION 





The convention is ina bad way, but the discussions among 
its members which have reached the public ear, are not its only 
grievances. The members are somewhat disgusted at the ter- 
rible smallness of its funds, and many of them declare that their 
patroitism cannot possibly subsist on the small allowance that is 
made to them. Among the debates of last week, there is an 
unreported one, the principal subject of which was an allow- 
ance to the missionary members who had been sent out of the 
country to agitate. | 

A letter from one of them to the Convention, complains of| 
their being no funds remitted to him, and of his having been 
compelled to leave his private trunk at an inn, because the con- 
vention had not sent him the necessary funds to pay for his 
board and lodging. The estimates were moved for the other 
night, when a vote of supply was passed for thirty new hats, for 
the select committee to appear in at the public meetings, and 
after a warm discussion, a rate of tenpence was agreed to, for 
putting a patch in the old high-lows of the president. 

‘These expences though odious tothe true lovers of economy, 
have been considered necessary to enable the members of the 
convention to cut at least a decent figure in the eyes of the pub- 
lic, as the personal wardrobe of the members of the convention 
is not of a quality to enable them to assume an imposing alti- 
tude in the eyes of the country. 

The national rent is progressing but slowly, and though ‘the 
grub’ of the convention, (all the members of which feed at the 
lowest and cheapest slapbangeries) amounts to seven pounds 
a week, the national rent fluctuates between five and eight 
pounds weekly. The following donations have been received 
at the central committee room.
